But Je- 
‘|sus says that even one who is an- 
gry with his brother may be guilty © 
of murder in his heart, and it may 
lead to murder and to judgment; 
and one who hates his brother or 
despises him in his heart and calls 
him a fool will be in danger of Hell 
fire.

Rather, Jesus said that men are 
accountable even for murderous 
thoughts in the heart!

Again, in verses 27 and 28 Je« 
sus said: 


“Ye have heard that it was said 
by them of old time, Thou shalt 
not commit adultery: But I say 
unto you, That whosoever looketh 
on a woman to lust after her hath 
committed adultery with her al- 
ready in his . eart.” 

Did Jesus repudiate the com- 
mand, “Thou shalt not commit 
adultery”? No, He said that adul- / 
tery starts in the heart and that 
outward observance of righteous- 
ness is not enough.

(In Matt- 
hew 19:8 He said this was because 
of the hardness of their hearts.)

“‘How is it possible for the Bi- 
ble to be an Umbrella? The Jew- 
ish religion relied much on holy 
Scripture... This was both its 
strength and its weakness. While 
Scriptures helped to keep the} 
Jewish people together and en- 
couraged religious living, they 
also became the occasion for the 
kind of ‘Scribism and Pharisa- 
ism’ which Jesus denounced.” 


This infidel hates the Bible. He 
says it “has become a very thick 
and formidable Umbrella to hide 
the Sun,” that is, it keeps people 
from knowing God. He wants peo- 
ple to quit using it as a final au- 
thority for Christian truth, and 
then claims that infidels like him 
use it more effectively than Bible- 
believers! 
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“Beloved, when I gave all diligence to write unto you 
of the common salvation, it was needful for me to write unto 
you, and exhort you that ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once delivered unto the saints. For there 
are certain men crept in unawares, who were before of old 
ordained to this condemnation, ungodly men, turning the 
grace of our God into lasciviousness, and denying the only 
Lord God, and our Lord Jesus Christ.”—Jude 3, 4. 

“For there are many unruly and vain talkers and de- 
ceivers, specially they of the circumcision: Whose mouths 
gust be stopped, who subvert whole houses, teaching things 
which they ought not, for filthy lucre’s sake ...Wherefore 
vebuke them sharply, that they may be sound in the faith.”

really umbrellas that hide God 
from the people. In the parable a 
young man (evidently Ferre him- 
self) discovers how much more 
wonderful it is to be in touch with 
God alone, without any mediator, 
without any revealed Bible, with- 
out any Saviour! Last week we re- 
viewed only Chapter 1, “An Um- 
brella Called: Christ,” in which 
Ferre plainly said that to worship 
Christ is idolatry, that Jesus was 
a sinner like the rest of us, that

Then Dr. Ferre says that it was

It is unscholarly,

On this same line, in the same 


paragraph Dr. Ferre continues: 


“Vehemently Jesus opposed 
‘Seribism and Pharisaism’ be- 
cause in circumscribing religious 
authority to the Scriptures and 
the traditions, they throttled liv- 
ing religion. Perhaps no other 
factor as much as his opposition 


he met fanatic opposition as soon 
as he outspokenly proclaimed that 
even Moses’ words were wrong or 
insufficient.” 

This:is a slander on Jesus Christ, 
and it shows also how little mod- 
ernistic “scholars” really know 
about the Bible. 


2. Dr. Ferre’s Slander on 
Christ and the Bible 
Fully Answered 


Before we go further, I think we 
should answer that slanderous 
charge that Jesus “outspokenly 
proclaimed that even Moses’ words 
were wrong or insufficient.” I 
solemnly declare that Jesus Christ 
never once said that Moses’ words 
were wrong. 


Modernists, with a slanted schol- 
arship, who never read the best 


a solemn warning that one who 
thus divorces his wife will be ac- 
countable when the divorced wife 
commits adultery by marrying 
another. Jesus does not say that 
Moses was wrong in giving very 
strict rules about divorce. He, 
with all authority, goes farther. 
He simply says that the respon- 
sibility is much greater than peo- 
ple suppose. Jesus certainly did 
not say that Moses was wrong. 


In verses 33 and 34 Jesus says 
that Moses commanded people that 
if they made an oath, they should 
solemnly perform it. Jesus did not 
say that Moses was wrong in urg- 
ing people to keep their promises, 
their oaths, their vows. He simply 
says that it is better not to swear 
at all. Moses. did not command 
people to swear. He simply com- 
manded people to keep their oaths 
or vows. Here Jesus is clearly just 


Idolatry.” 


Yes, the above subhead is an 
exact quotation from page 39 of 
the book, The Sun and the Umbrel- 
la. ‘Fhis is in contrast and direct 
contradiction to what Dr. Ferre 
vowed to teach and defend when 
he was ordained a Methodist min- 
ister. The Articles of Religion of 
the Methodist Church expressly 
say: 

“The Holy Scriptures contain 
all things necessary to salvation; 
so that whatsoever is not read 
therein, nor may be proved 
thereby, is not to be required 
of any man that it should be be- 
lieved ‘as an article of faith, or be 
thought requisite or. necessary 
to salvation.” 


But that holy ordination vow 
evidently was made with mental 
reservation and with tongue in 
cheek, by Dr. Ferre. He openly 
brands the Methodist Articles of 


books on the subjects and never 
make an independent study of the 
Scriptures, often say that in the 
Sermon on the Mount Jesus repudi- 
ated certain sayings of the Old 
Testament law. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. They say 
that this repudiation is in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, particularly in 
Matthew, chapter 5. But no honest 
man should set out to interpret the 
fifth chapter of Matthew and what 
Jesus has to say about quotations 
from the Old Testament, until he 
solemnly read, what Jesus Himself 
said introducing the matter in 
that same chapter. Here is what 
Jesus said about His relation to 
the law (the first five books of 
Moses), and the prophets of the 
Old Testament: 


“Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: 
I am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfill. For verily I say unto you, 


giving more light than Old Testa- 
ment saints had received. He did 
not say Moses was wrong. Would 
Dr. Ferre say that people ought 
not to keep their promises, their 
vows, their oaths? That is what 
Moses taught, by divine inspira- 
tion. Jesus gave added light. 

Again, modernists sometimes ac- 
cuse Jesus of contradicting the 
law in verses 38 and 39. Look at 
them and you will see that He did 
not. 


“Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, An eye for an eye, and 
a tooth for a tooth: But Y say unto 
you, That ye resist not evil: but 
whosoever shall smite thee on thy 
right cheek, turn to him the other 
also.” 

In the Old Testament law it was 
plainly commanded that if two 
men should strive together and a 
woman should be ap the

And Dr. Ferre’ indiscriminately 
mixes ‘‘the Scriptures and the tra- 
ditions,” and says that both alike 
“throttled living religion’! That is 
not only blasphemy; it is as child- 
ish and unscholarly as a man 
could well be. The simple truth is 
that again and again Jesus called 
Scribes and Pharisees back to the 
Bible. Jesus commanded the Jews, 
“Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: 
and they are they which testify of 

e”’ (John 5:39). Jesus always in- 
sisted that tradition was wrong 
and that the Scriptures were right.

For laying 
aside the commandment of God, 
ye hold the tradition of men, as 
the washing of pots and cups: and 


There, an eye was to be 
taken for an eye and a tooth for 
a tooth (Exod. 21:22-26). Though 
the law was right in punishing 
cases of maiming, Jesus said a 
Christian should not take ven- 
geance in his own hands. 


_In fact, in this whole passage, in 
verses 20 through 48 of the fifth 
chapter of Matthew, Jesus is deal- 
ing particularly with the matter 
of making things right with others, 
making restitution, and being re- 
conciled to one’s brother. So if a 
man says you have wronged him 
and smites you on the cheek, set 
out to satisfy him. If a man 
sue you at the law because 
you have wronged him and he 
wants to take your coat to make 
honest restitution for your sin,

Here Jesus plainly. says that He 
did not come tc destroy the law, 
or the prophets, but to fulfill them.

Jesus declares 
that one who breaks the least of 
the commandments and teach men 
so, will be least in the kingdom of 
Heaven, and that the greatest in 
the kingdom are those who do and 
teach these commandments of the

do. And he said unto them, Full 
well ye rejected the commandment 
of God, that ye may keep your 
oun tradition.”—Mark 7:7-9. 
Only by perverting the state- 
ments of Scriptures can anybody 
say that the Scriptures were “the 
occasion for the kind of ‘Scribism 
and Pharisaism’ which Jesus de- 
nounced.”’ Only a careless man or 
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gone with you, then you should go 
with him two miles. The Christian 
should go to any length te make 
peace and to make restitution and 
show a righteousness which is bet- 
ter than that of the Scribes and 
Pharisees, Jesus said. 


Jesus is not at all saying that 
the solemn legal command, that 
men should be punished for their 
sins, is wrong. Rather, He is say- 
ing that Christians ought to go an 
extra mile, make an extra effort, 
and sacrifice in order to make 
things right which are wrong, and

a more strict interpretation than 
His hearers had before understood. 
In no case does He weaken the law 
of Mosés, but in every case streng- 
cthens it. 


In verse 21 He said. “Ye have 
heard that it was said by them of 
old time, Thou. shalt net kill; and 
whosoever shall kill shall me in 


sees were alike, It was not a sin 
that the Pharisees and Scribes be- 
lieved the Scriptures. The sin was 
that they left the Scriptures to 
follow their own traditions. Had 
they really believed and under- 
stood the Scriptures, they would 
have understood and believed Je- 
sus Christ who fulfilled Scriptures 
and who preached the Scriptures 
always. —

Piltdown Man’s Jaw a Hoax 


Someone used the jawbone of an 
ape to make monkeys out of scien- 
tists, British Museum. officials 
have revealed in. London. 

Researchers said that most of 
the skull of the Piltdown Man, 


long studied in world textbooks as, 


a prehistoric specimen is the, “de- 
liberately faked’ jawbone of a 
chimpanzee or oranontang. 

“The hoax appears to have been 
so entirely unscrupulous and inex- 
plicable as to find no parallel in 
the history of paleontological re- 
search,” the researchers Said. 

The museum’s spokesmen said 
the unknown pranksters planted 
the lower jawbone and _ canine 
tooth of a modern ape in the gra- 
vel pit at Piltdown, England, 
where parts of a thick, apparently 
human skull were tound in 1912. 
Scholars later searching for 


¢ 


more of the skull found the ape’s 
jawbone and assumed it to be that 
of the Piltdown Man. 

Although some anthropologists 
previously had suspected the Pilt- 
down Man’s jawbone and tooth 
were those of an ape, they con- 
sidered them bona fide fossils at 
least 50,000 years old. 

The Museum’s bulletin = said 
scientists tested the jaw and tooth 
with fluorine and found they did 
not belong to the same geological 
period as the rest of the skull. 

A second test of the nitrogen 
content of the bones confirmed the 
fluorine experiment. Since the jaw 
and tooth could not have belonged 
to any more recent type of man, 
the experts deducted they were 
bones of an ape. 

The findings were presented in 
an article by Dr. K. P. Oakley, 
Professor W. E. Le Gros Clark and 
Dr. J. S. Weiner based on research 
by. Oxford University’s depart- 
ments of geology and anatomy. 

“IT expect some changes will have 
to be made in the textbooks now,” 
a museum spokesman said. “It is a 
major discovery.” 

Dr. Froelich G. Rainey, director 
of Philadelphia’s University Muse- 
um, admitted that. he did not be- 
come dubious until several years 
ago. He and Dr. Wilton M. Krog- 
man, both of whom are professors 
of anthropology in the University 
of Pennsylvania, revealed that the 
skull of the Piltdown Man had 
been reconstructed by Sir Arthur 
Keith, conservator of the Hunter- 
ian Museum of the Royal College 
of Surgeons in London, ‘‘acknowl- 
edged at the time as the world’s 
ranking anthropologist.”

“Well,” replied Mrs. Sankey, “I’d 
rather see him with a hymnbook 
under his arm than a whisky bot- 
tle in his pocket!” 

Most of us today will agree 
there is not much question as to 
whether Ira Sankey did amount to 
something. Just to know his name 
was joined to that of the immortal 
D. L. Moody. for more than 25 
years is enough to guarantee that 
Christians everywhere will honor 
him. And every time we sing one 
of his gospel songs—‘“The Ninety 
and Nine,” ‘For You I am Pray- 
ing,” “A Shelter in the Time of 
Storm,” “On The Resurrection 
Morning,” “‘Hiding in Thee,” “Un- 
der His Wings,” and “Faith is the 
Victory,’ it is an unspoken tribute 
to the gifted, consecrated man who 
composed them. 


Zecently I visited the Moodyana 
exhibit at the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute. The spirit of Moody and San- 
key seemed very close as we stood 
in those rooms where Moody lived 
and worked and prayed over fifty 
years ago. There were letters in 
the handwriting of Mr. Moody; 
his unique hide-away bed; family 
keepsakes, photographs; and of 
special interest to me, the organ of 
Ira D. Sankey. There were clip- 
pings -and advertisements of the 
great campaigns in England in 
1873, when they reached 20,000 
persons every night. Moody’s pow- 
erful preaching was the heart of 
the services, of course, but Sankey 
had a great part also. He led a 
real crusade to get instruments 
used in churches where the music 
had previously been limited to 
tuneless, off-key singing. He intro- 
duced such famous songs as 
“Sweet By and By,” “Hold the 
Fort,” “Christ Arose,” and others. 

When I saw that organ, I im- 
mediately asked, ‘Is this the one 
on which ‘The Ninety and Nine’ 
was composed?” I suppose it was 
not, since that was in Great Brit- 
ain—but, by the way, do you know 
that story? It was the first song 
Sankey ever composed! 

The Moody-Sankey party were 
travelings to Edinburgh.

I under- 
stood that God gave the Bible, 
and that everything in it was true. 
I think that is what my father 
believes!” 

_ But the other mocked him and 
said, in effect, “Well, you'll have 


to get away from those old fogy 


ideas here. You will soon learn 
that modern people no longer be- 
lieve the Bible. Scientists have 
proven that it is not true. Didn’t 
you hear Dr. — today say 
that the Bible is not all true?”

God that everything I can do to 
stir revival fires, to make soul- 
winners out of new converts, to 
save people from modernism and 
false cults, I will do it. Oh, may 
God help me to be so faithful 
that I will not be accountable, by 
negligence, for the shipwreck of 
faith of any Christian! |

or laborer you are; no matter how

As light is necessary for. all 
life, it is commanded to shine on 
the first day of this period of re- 
creation. It was a dim twilight, but 
was enough for God's purpose. On 
the second day, the earth’s atmos- 
phere was brought into existence, 
aS we have noticed previously, and 
evaporation with all its possibili- 
ties appeared at the command of 
God, as well as.the various other 
arrangements, which were neces- 
sary before life could survive. 


On the third day, the continents 
of the earth were brought up from 
the ocean depths, as the water 
surged to the “storehouses” which 
the Creator had prepared for them 
(Psa. 33:7). Now it is time for 
vegetation to appear in all the var- 
ied forms which were to cover the 
ground. 


“And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth grass, the herb yield- 
mg seed, and the fruit tree yield- 
ing fruit after his kind, whose seed 
is in itself, upon the earth: and 
tt was so. And the earth brought 
forth grass, herb yielding seed 
after his kind, and tree yielding 


fruit, whose seed was in itself, 
after his kind: and God saw that 
it was good.”’—Gen. 1:11,12. 


This botanical classification ‘is 
remarkable for its simplicity and 
its up-to-dateness, the three great 
phyla mentioned including all that 
modern science knows. Science 
uses more ornate language and 
mentions four groups, which in- 
clude the great number of simple 
plants, with and without chloro- 
phyll, such as algae and fungi, 
up through the various forms until 
we come to gymnosperms and an- 
giosperms, which are the most 
highly developed classes of the 
plant kingdom. 


That Moses could have been so 
skilled in the science of botany as 
to write down correctly these facts 
on plant life, without the help of 
the Creator, is unthinkable. 

That these various plants did 
not come from seeds, through an 
evolutionary process, long-drawn- 
out, is seen from Genisis 2:5 (A. 
se hay Be 

“And no plant of the field was 
yet im the earth, and no herb of 
the field had yet sprung wp: for 
the Jehovah God had not caused 
tt to rain upon the earth; and 
there was not a man to till the 
ground.” 

That means, obviously, that God, 
using His divine power, created the 
plants fully formed and placed 
them in the soil. where they pro- 
ceeded to grow and reproduce 
themselyes precisely as they do to- 
day. 

The loving thoughtfulness of 
our God is seen in the great varie- 
ty of all kinds of vegetation, giving 
us such a wide assortment of gras- 
ses, woods, vegetables and fruits. 
It is also clearly recognized that 
He made provision for wide vari- 
ations within’the types but made 
it impossible for one kind to de- 
velop into another kind. All must 
reproduce “after its kind.” This 
great law effectively prevents the 
evolutionary changes which an in- 
fidel science, rejecting creation, 
imagines must have taken place 
through long millions of vears. 


These acts of God were instan- 
taneous: “He spake and it was 
done; He commanded and it stood 


fast.”’ Wonderful 
Lord Jesus Christ! 

The strange’ powers conferred 
upon these living things, in order 
to imsure their continuance by 
making possible wide distribution 
of seeds, and in many cases re- 
markable provision for the life of 
the seed, show again the inventive 
genius of our God, if we may speak 
in that way about the Creator’s 
wisdom. 

Plants are found wherever there 
is moisture and proper tempera- 
ture. The presence of het lava, 
excessive deposits of alkali or salt, 
and long-continued periods of ex- 
treme heat or cold, are almost the

only conditions under which vege-_ 


tation will not thrive. 

A bucket of water baled from 
the open sea may contain more 
tiny one-celled plants of the algae 
type than there are visible stars 
on a clear night. Even in the des- 
ert there are visible stars on a 
clear night. Even in the desert 


there are but few areas without 
So-called

“bare” rocks are partly covered 


with mosses and lichens. We may

find them even high on the moun- 
tains close to perpetual snow. In 
the icebound interior of Greenland 
and the region of the poles, a tiny 


dots the icy whiteness. 


I have mentioned the four great 
groups. A few more details about 
these are in order. In group or 
phylum 1 containing the algae and 
fungi, there are more than 20,000 
species of the former. Of these the 
most familiar are pond scums, 
kelps and rock weeds. In the fungi 
series there are about 100,000 spe- 
cies. Among these are bacteria, 
molds, mildews, yeasts, smuts, 
rusts and mushrooms. 


Phylum 2 contains about 20,000 
Species of mosses, and phylum 3 
about 5,000 species of ferns and 
their allies. Phylum 4 embraces all 
seeds and flowering plants and is 
the most important. In this group 
we find pines, firs and spruces, 
ete., Known as conifers—500 spe- 
cies of them. Then, there are 30,- 
OOO species of what are known as 
monocotyledons —- grasses, palms, 
lilies, orchids, ete., with another 
100,000 species of dicotlyedons— 
willows, walnuts, elms, roses, ma- 
ples, potatoes, melons, etc. 

Again we are face to face with 
Diety when we attempt to find an 
adequate explanation of this great 
number and variety in the plant 
kingdom. In the future talks, we 
shall consider the uses.of plants as 
evidently designed by the Creator. 

Jesus compared Himself to a 
plant when He said, as recorded 
in John 15:1, 2: 

“T am the true vine, and my 
Father is the husbandman, Every 
branch in me that beareth not 
fruit he taketh away: and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he 
purgeth it, that it may bring forth 
more fruit.” 

Here is pronounced 
truth. There is a living vine— 
Christ, and there are living 
branches. Some of these living 


a great 


| branches—-and they are all Chris- 


tians—bear no fruit. The judgment 
upon them is not eternal death, 
but removal. They are “taken,” 
not “cast” away. Then there are 
other branches of this Vine that 
do bear fruit. The Master or Hus- 
bandman, looking for an increased 
yield, is compelled to purge or 
prune these in order to cause them 
to produce more fruit. 


Let us think of this for a mo- 
ment—and I now speak to Chris- 
tians who miay be. listening. You 
are connected with the Vine; you 
have life; but are you bearing 
fruit? If not, your state is a dan- 
gerous one. You may be ‘taken 
away,” and your last opportunity 
to’ exalt the Saviour lost. He has 
long pleaded with you; you may 
have become careless and worldly, 
having lost your first love. Will 
you come back before He acts in 


judgment? 
Then, many of you, who know 
the Lord and have served Him 


more or less faithfully, are in 
trouble of one kind and another. 
The burdens press heavily: you 
hardly know which way to turn for 
relief. You are wondering if God 
has forgotten to be gracious. Why 
does He permit you to suffer? 

Well, remember the many com- 
forting passages in God’s Book. 
Listen! 

“Blessed is the man whom thou 
chastenest, O Lord, and teachest 
him out of thy law.’-—Psa, 94:12. 

“Whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. If ye en- 
dure chastening, God dealeth with 
you as with sons; for what son 
is there whom his Father chasten- 
eth not?... But if ye be without 
chastening ... then are ye bastards 
and not sons,’’—Heb. 12:6-8, 

We Christians are the “planting 
of the Lord”. and are safe for 
eternity, because we read in Mat- 
thew 15:13, the words of our Lord: 


ly Father hath not planted, shail 
be rooted up.” 

Conversely, then, every plant 
which has been planted by God 
shall never be rooted up. But what 
a disaster, if we are bearing little 
fruit and must be removed, thus 
losing our reward—even though 
we do gain Heaven. 

How blessed it is to “abide” in 
Jesus Christ. “He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bring- 
eth forth much fruit” (John 15:5),

There is a hymn that I used to 
hear when I was quite young. It 
was sung in the days of D. L. 
Moody and was often used in evan- 
gelistic meetings, though it is 
found in very few hymn books 
today.

That gospel song still lingers 
with me, though it is over a 
quarter of a century now since I 
have heard it sung in public.

The first two lines tell us that 
there will come a day when we 
will hear our last sermon and 
when it will be too late to pray.

The second verse is even more 
convicting. It carries a tremendous 
warning. Here are the words: 


When the rich gales of mercy no 
longer shall blow, 
The Gospel no message declare; 
Sinner, how canst thou bear the 
deep .wailings of woe? 
How suffer the night of despair? 


Then comes the chorus with its 
words of conviction and warning. 
Once heard, it can never be forgot- 
ten. Over and over again it sings 
itself in the inner recesses of the 
soul. 


When the harvest is past, 
And the summer is o'er, 
With the wheat or the tares, 
When the judgment appears, . 
Oh, which shall it be evermore? 


My friends, those are the kind of 
hymns we need today, hymns that 
carry conviction to the soul, hymns 
that warn us, hymns that tell us of 
an eternity ahead. So many of the 
gospel songs we sing today are 
light and frivolous. As a matter 
of fact, some of them are nothing 
but religious jazz. This is the type 
of hymn that results in conversion. 
It lets us know that our day of 
opportunity is passing, and that if 
we do not close in with God’s of- 
fer of mercy, it will some day 
be too late. The harvest is passing, 
judgment is coming. Whether we 
will be gathered as wheat or tares 
depends upon our decision, and 
it will be final. Therefore, we dare

When I was pastor in Dale 
Presbyterian Church,,Joronto, the 
church built by Rev. J. D. Morrow, 
I had an experience that made 
me realize, as never before, the 
seriousness of my calling. It hap- 
pened suddenly and I still re- 
member the telephone call that 
aroused me from my indifference 
and made me hurry to the bed- 
side of one of my parishioners. 

“Could you come to see a sick 
woman?” 


“Ts it urgent?” 


“Yes, very; she may not live 
through the night.” 


“All right, I’ll come at once,” 
and I hung up the receiver. 

Making my way through the city 
streets, I was soon at the place, 
and was taken immediately to the 
sick chamber. A woman with a 
sad and forlorn expression on her 
face looked up at me as I entered. 
She tried to speak, but her voice 
was so weak and broken that I 
had to bend low to .catch the 
words she uttered. And I felt that 
Iwas already standing in the 
presence of. the angel of death, for 
it was plain td’’see that her life 
was fast ebbing.away. Hopeless- 
ness was depicted on her counten- 
ance while she waited for me to 
speak; and the darkness seemed 
to deepen as I watched the pale, 
drawn face, enshrouded in the 
gloom of almost hopeless despair. 
There was no time to lose—no 
time to talk of the things of this 
world; her eternal destiny was at 
stake. 

“Mrs. Charles, are you ready 
to go: have you any hope?” I 
inquired as I bent.over.-her. 

“No, none,” she murmured, 
shaking her head, while a deep- 
drawn sigh escaped her lips. 

I stated as plainly as I could 
the wonderful plan of salvation, 
and, kneeling down, prayed with 
her, and then sang in tones sub- 
dued and low:

to the one great work of getting 
people ready for Heaven. 

Now there are four things that 
I want to say in connection with 
the harvest and each one is of 
paramount importance. Let me 
enumerate them, one by one. 


I. There Is Always a Time 
Harvest 


When I was a boy at Embro, I 
used to see train loads of harves- 
ters hurrying to the western 
provinces of Canada. This occurred 
every year as regular as clock- 
work, and it made a deep impres- 
sion upon me, It only lasted for a 
matter of a couple of weeks, but 
while it did last there was great 
excitement. 


Special harvest trains stopped 
at our station day after day, and 
groups of men boarded them. I 
was told that they were going to 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and AIl- 
berta, in order to gather in the 
great wheat harvest that was now 
ripe and ready to be reaped, and 
that if they did not go at once it 
would be lost. Hence, men who had 
very little else to do decided to 
make some extra money by helping 
to garner in the harvest. The rail- 
way company—so I was told— 
only charged them ten _ dollars 
each for transportation, as an in- 
ducement to get as many as pos- 
sible to the western harvest fields 
where the grain was waiting to 
be gathered in. Then for a few 
weeks there was great activity as 
the harvest was reaped and 
threshed. After that, they boarded 
other trains and returned home 
again. 

Now. way«the rush? .Why the 
hurry? Why so much speed? Why 
was it that they could not take 
their time, or go at some other 
time? Why must it always be at 
the same time each year? Simply 
because, unless they hurried to the 
West and garnered in the harvest. 
that harvest would be lost and 
lost forever. Hence, there was no 
time to lose. It was now or never. 

My friends, let me say that 
exactly the same is true of the 
great spiritual harvest. It, too, 


are being saved, when the Holy 
Spirit is convicting men of their 
need of Christ. There are times 
of special visitation when decisions 
are being made, and to miss such 
opportunities is to run the risk of 
losing out altogether, and of ore 
lost and lost eternally. 


All down through the cénturies 


there have been such times. There 
was a special day of visitation 
during the life time of Noah. You 
remember, he preached for a hund- 
red and twenty years, warning 
men of a coming flood and urging 
them to escape from the wrath 
of God. But they ignored his warn- 
ings. They would not heed. Never 
had they seen rain. They could not 
conceive of such a judgment. So 
they laughed and ‘mocked. But 
Noah went right on preaching— 
preaching and building, while the 
multitudes, even including the car- 
penters who worked for him, ig- 
nored his warnings and ridiculed 
his words. 

The people had been living in 
sin. They had turned away from 
God. Immorality, corruption, vio- 
lence and brutality characterized 
their civilization, and these things 
God has always abhorred. But ‘in 
spite of the awful corruption and 
violence on every side, God gave 
them an opportunity to repent. He 
sent a prophet, Noah, to warn 
them of their danger, but they 
would not give heed. Hence, God 
gave them up. They were left to 
themselves. It was a day of visita- 
tion, but they ignored it.

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Suddenly, the predicted judg- 
ment came and they were over- 
whelmed. The rain descended. The 
waters rose higher and _ higher. 
Finally, every mountain was 
covered. Noah and his family were 
safe in the ark and the door was 
shut.. They were on the outside, 
and being outside the ark, they 
wére drowned in the waters of 
the flood. 


There was another day of visita- 
tion. It had to do with Judah and 
Israel. Prophet after prophet was 
sent. The people were warned. 
They were given every possible 
opportunity. It did not happen 
suddenly. There were generations 
when God sent His servants to 
warn them of the coming captivi- 
ties, but they would not heed. They 
went on in their sin and rebellion, 
ignoring God’s prophets and their 
warnings. At last the judgment 
fell. Samaria was taken, then 
Jerusalem, and the people carried 
away into captivity. Famine raged 
in the cities, Women ate their own 
children. Blood flowed on every 
side. Terrible indeed was the judg- 
ment. The harvest had passed. 


There was another day of visita- 
tion. It was when Jesus was here. 
He, too, warned of impending 
judgment, but His words fell on 
deaf ears. “O Jerusalem, Jerusa- 


lem,” He cried, “thou that. killest|. 
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the “prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how 
often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not! Behold, 
your house is felt unto you deso- 
late” (Matt. 23:37,38). 


In 70 A.D. the judgment fell, 
and oh how terrible it was! What 
suffering, what tribulation, what 
anguish of heart! The streets of 
the city flowed in blood. Thous- 
ands of crosses lined the highways, 
until, as Josephus tells us, they 
looked like a forest, each one with 
a dying victim hanging on it. Can- 
nibalism held the city in its grip. 
Then came the world-wide disper- 
sion of Jews, a dispersion that has 


continued to this.very hour, and all 


because the people would not_re- 
cognize God’s day of visitation 
and turn from their sins. Once 
again the harvest passed, the sum- 
mer ended, and they were not 
saved. Oh, what a calamity! 


We, too, have had a visitation. 
Never in the history of the world 
has there been so much Gospel 
preaching as during our genera- 
tion. Think, if you will, of the 
evangelism of the last hundred 
years or more. England was on 
the brink of ruin, headed for the 
French Revolution, when God 
raised -up John Wesley, George 
Whitefield and Charles Wesley, 
and sent them out to preach the 
Gospel. That was the greatest 
visitation the world has ever seen 
since the days of the apostles. 
There never has been anything 
like it either before or since. 
Wesley’s evangelists went all over 
the world, not as pastors but as 
flaming revivalists, to preach the 
Gospel and win souls to Jesus 
Christ. Methodism was used of 
God to warn men everywhere and 
to urge upon-them the necessity 
of conversion. 


Then we had a Finney and 
Moody in America, under whose 
ministry God sent revival and 
evangelism the like of whith 
America had never known before. 
Thousands upon thousands were 
saved; but many, even then, re- 
jected God’s offer of mercy and ig- 
nored His visitation. 

Then God sent Spurgeon and 
Sunday and Gipsy Smith, and they, 
too, urged upon, the people the 
necessity of repentance and called 
the multitudes to turn and accept 
Christ. That, too, was a day of 
visitation when God spoke to per- 
ishing men and women every- 
where, but even then countless 
thousands ignored His appeal and 
refused His saluation. 

And now in these latter days 
we have a Billy Graham crying 
to the nation to get right with 
God or face judgment. Never once 
has God left Himself without wit- 
nesses. Always before judgment 
He has offered mercy. But it must 
be one or the  other—either 
mercy or judgment. It cannot be 


both, If you, my friend, will not. 
“aecept the mercy of God, then

Saviour? Can you remember 


our generation is having its day 
of visitation. God’s prophets are 
everywhere exhorting the people 
to turn and repent, and if they 
will not hear, they will be judged. 


“For if God spared not the 
angels that sinned, but cast them 
down to hell, and delivered them 
into chains of darkness, to be re- 
served unto judgment; And spared 
not the old world, but saved Noah 
the eighth person, a preacher of 
righteousness, bringing in the 
flood upon the world of the un- 
godly; And turning the cities. of 
Sodom and Gomorrha into ashes 
condemned them with an over- 
throw, making them an ensample 
unto those that after should live 
ungodly ... The Lord knoweth 
how...to reserve the unjust unto 
the day of judgment to be pun- 
ished.”—II Pet. 2:4-9. : 

Solemn words, these, words that 
speak of judgment and condem- 
nation. Oh, I know there are those 
who talk only of the love of God, 
and I am glad for the message 
of love, for God is love and He 
loves to manifest His mercy, but 
we must not forget the judgment 
of God. It is possible to go too 
far. We must never presume upon 
His love. Let us remember that 
after mercy comes judgment. If 
you, my friend, will not accept 
the mercy of God, then you must 
‘face His judgment. The Bible says 
so. If God spared not the angels, 
think you He is going to spare 
man? If He condemned the ante- 
diluvians, will He not condemn 
those who reject His Son today? 
How far can men go in their re- 
bellion? Is there not a stopping 
point? Does not God’s patience at 
last wear out? Will God always 
allow men to reject His Son? Why 
then does,the Bible speak’so often 
of judgment and impending doom? 

My friend, there is always a 
time of harvest. That time is 
known as the visitation of God. 
Has God visited you? Of course 
He has. Time after time you have 
heard the message of salvation. 
Again and again He has sent His 
prophets to you. You~ have heard 
His call. You’ have listened to His 
warning. You-are without excuse. 
What do you think He will do if 
you, like the Jews of old, refuse 
to recognize the visitation of God’s 
Spirit? It may be now or never, 
so far as you are concerned. Oh, 
then, escape for thy life. Flee from 
the wrath to come. 


II. Apart From God There 
Can Be No Harvest 


I want to make it perfectly 
clear that man has very little to 
do with it. Man can plant and 
water, but only God gives the in- 
crease. There are those who 
preach and teach—those who warn 
and exhort, those who plead and 
implore. There are those who do 
all that can be done to urge men 
to be reconciled to God. But after 
man has done his utmost, it re- 
mains with God to. give the in- 
crease. Only God can save men 
after all. 


Do you remember the words of 
the Lord Jesus in John 6:44? He 
said, “_No man can come to me, 
except the Father which hath sent 
me draw him.” My friend, that is 
one of the most serious state- 
ments to be found in the Word of 
God. You think you can be saved 
whenever you want to. You have 
an idea that you can accept Christ 
when you are ready. I want to 
say that you can do nothing of the 
kind. You must accept Jesus Christ 
during the day of visitation, when 
the Holy Spirit is at work in your 
heart. You must turn to God in 
the hour of revival, when others 
are seeking Him. If you allow the 
tide to ebb and fail to take ad- 
vantage of it, it will be too late. 

Don’t think for a moment that 
you can come any time you want 
to come. I say again, there is a 
limit to the mercy of God. God 
gives you an opportunity, but un- 
less you accept that opportunity 
it may be impossible for you to 
come. God must draw you. Jesus 
Said so. 


Now, let me ask you, have you 
ever felt the wooings of the Holy 
Spirit? Has God ever drawn you 
to Himself? Has there ever been 


a desire in your-heart to accept 
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dened about the salvation of your 
soul? Do you know anything about 
the convicting power of the Holy 
Spirit? 

My friend, if you have, then 
you have been conscious of the 
voice of God. God Himself has 
been speaking to you. The Holy 
Spirit has been urging you to turn 
and be saved. That was the time 
you should have made your deci- 
sion. Perhaps now your heart is 
hard, cold and indifferent. Per- 
haps now you have no desire to 
be converted. It may be that the 
conviction has worn off and that 
the Spirit has left you, and today 
God has turned away. Not because 
He wanted to; God never gives 
men up until they give Him up. 
But if you have persisted in ig- 
noring the wooings of the Holy 
Spirit, and have refused to be 
reconciled to God, it may be that 
you will not be able to come when 
you want to, when you again be- 
come anxious, when you are once 
more concerned. Every time you 
refuse, it is harder the next time. 
Every time you say no, it is more 
difficult to say—yes. 

I say again, there is a time 
when God’s Spirit visits you, when 
there is a movement of the Holy 
Ghost, when God draws near and 
you are conscious of His pleadings. 
He alone can save your soul; and 
unless He does, it never will be 
done, for apart from God there can 
be no harvest. 


Don’t think you can work it up 
without God. Don’t imagine that 
man can put on an evangelistic 
campaign, arrange for singers and 
speakers, advertise, and then com- 
mand God to be present and to 
work. Only as God answers the 
prayers:.of. His people will there 
be a movement of His Spirit, and 


‘only as thére is a movement of 


His Spirit will souls be saved. It 
is no trifling matter. Man cannot 
come any time he wants to come. 
He must be wrought upon by the 
Spirit of God. If you, my friend, 
ignore His time of visitation, you 
may find it impossible to come. I 
urge you, therefore, to examine 
your heart and to ask yourself 
whether or not the Holy Spirit is 
dealing with you, whether or not 
there is any desire in your heart 
to be saved, whether or not you 
are anxious about your soul’s sal- 
vation, whether or not God is still 
drawing you to Himself, for again 
I say, apart from God there can 
be no harvest. ““No man can come 
to me, except the Father which 
hath sent me draw him.” 


Ill. The Harvest Is Always 
Gathered in Its Prime 


Do your realize that very few 
people are ever saved after they 
are thirty years of age, and that 
most of them are saved before 
they are twenty-five? As a matter 
of fact, whenever I have tested 
an audience, I have discovered 
that the vast majority were saved 
in their teens. My friend, that is 
a very solemn fact. If only a few 
are saved after they are thirty, 
if the vast majority are saved 
before, then what about you? Are 
you over thirty? If you are, then 
your chances are slim. Are you 
in your teens? Then you belong 
to those who are deciding for 
Jesus Christ\in the largest num- 
bers, and the prospects are bright. 


It is when the harvest is ripe 
that it is garnered in. It must 
be in its prime. It is when young 
men and women are on the thres- 
hold of life, that the Spirit of God 
moves mightily upon them. Then 
if they resist and become harden- 
ed, little by little it becomes more 
difficult until, at last, as middle 
life and old age creep on, they find 
their hearts unresponsive, and they 
discover that they belong to those 
who accept Christ—not in multi- 
tudes—-but in ones and twos. 


It may be -that they become 
hardened by sin. Habits beceme 
fixed. In the early years they are 
easy to break, but once the thread 
has been wound around and a- 
round, it becomes difficult to 
break. Do you remember how you 
felt the first time you sinned, and 
then do you remember what hap- 
pened later on? You became ac- 
customed to your sin, did you not? 
At first there was terrible con- 
viction. Your conscience troub 
you, but you did not liste”

even hear it ring: So it is with sin. 
It gets a hold on you until at last 
it has mastered you. Conscience 
is silenced. The alarm no longer 
rings—at least you do not hear 
it. 

Thus you go on in your sin and 
the Spirit of God is ignored. When 
sin gets a grip on you, you cannot 
give it up; you become its’ slave 
and it becomes your master. Then 
when you have successfully 
silenced conscience and quenched 
the Holy Spirit, you continue in 
your rebellion, and as you grow 
older and older it becomes in- 
creasingly difficult to right-about- 
face and accept Jesus Christ. 


Hence, if you aré not saved in 
the prime of life, the chances are 
you never will be saved. Oh, I do 
not say that it is impossible. 
There have been those who have 
been saved even in old age, but 
it is unusual. It very seldom hap- 
pens. Those who are saved, for 
the most part, are young. After 
you have reached middle life, the 
chances are against you, and when 
you become old, it will be a 
miracle indeed if you find Christ. 


Tens of thousands have been 
won in childhood. Children are the 
easiest to win to Christ. They 
have not yet formed habits. Their 
hearts are still responsive. It is a 
wonderful thing to be saved in 
childhood. Not only has a soul 
been saved, but an entire life has 
been salvaged. No wonder Jesus 
said, ‘Suffer the little children to 
come unto me.” 


My friend, what about you? Are 
you in the prime of life? Are vou 
still.young?. Are you yet in your 
teens? Then why not accept the 
Lord Jesus Christ now before it 


is forever too late? Or are you al--+ 


ready over thirty years of age and 
will you soon be in your forties? 
Then beware. Your chances are 
poor. You will find it more dif- 
ficult with every year that passes. 
No wonder God said, “Now is the 
accepted time, behold, now is the 
day of salvation.”’ Oh, then, don’t 
put it off. Settle it now. You will 
never be any younger. Every 
breath you draw brings you near- 
er to eternity. There is danger in 
delay. 


IV. The Harvest Always 
Comes to An End 


Yes, at last, “the harvest is past, 
the summer is ended.” And are you 
among those of whom it must be 
said, “...and we are not saved”? 
How dreadful! Do you know what 
happens to the grain that is not 
garnered in? It is left out in the 
field and destroyed. Will that be 
your doom? Are you going to be 
lost? Must you perish? What a 
tragedy! 

Listen to me, my friend. If there 
are no more strivings of the Spirit 
of God, then for you the harvest 
is past. If the revival has ended 
and you are still unsaved, then 
for you, I say, the harvest is 
past. If you are no longer troubled, 
if you are unconcerned, if you 
have become indifferent, then 
again I say, for you the harvest 
is past. If the Spirit no longer 
pleads, if God no longer entreats, 
if your heart is cold and hard, 
then the harvest for you, I Say, 
is past. 

Remember, the Word of God 
says, “My Spirit shall not always 
strive with man.” Yes, there comes 
a time when God’s Spirit ceases to 


strive, because you have resisted 


all His strivings. You have vexed 
His Holy Spirit, for in spite of 
all He has done, you have not 
come. For you, I say, the harvest 
is past and the summer is ended. 


The other day I was reading 
the prophecy of Ezekiel. First of 
all I read these words, “... the 
soul that sinneth, it shall die” 
(Ezek. 18:4). Then when I read 
down to verse 20 I came to the 
statement again, “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die.”’ What a 
fearful statement! 
sinned? Then this verse is for you. 
God says you must die. 


But then I read verse 23, and 
IT read these words, “Have I_a”y| 
pleasure at all that wicked 
should die? saith. Lord God:

“You may have thought that God 
had no interest in your salvation. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. In spite of the fact that you 
must die if you sin, and of course 
all have sinned, yet God has no 
pleasure in your death. He does 
not want you to die. He Himself

says so. His whole plan is that you 
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should turn and live. Life, not 
death, is His purpose for you.. 

Then, when I got down to verse 
30, I found these words, ‘Repent, - 
and turn yourselves from all your 
transgressions; so iniquity shall 
not be your ruin. Cast away from 
you all your transgressions, where- 
by ye have transgressed; and make 
you a new heart and a new spirit: 
for why will ye die, O house of 
Israel? For I have no pleasure 
in the death of him that dieth, 
saith the Lord God: wherefore 
turn yourselves, and live ye.” 


That is God's call to you, my 
friend, to repent, to turn from 
all your transgressions and your 
iniquities, lest they become your 
ruin. Cast them away, God says. 
Let Him give you a new heart 
and a new spirit. Hear His word 
of exclamation—‘Why will ye 
die?” God is asking that question. 
“Why will ye die?” There seems 
to be no reason. You do not need 
to die. He has made provision for 
you. It would seem as though He 
is surprised that anyone should 
ever think of dying. Certainly it 
is not His pleasure that you should 
die. He wants you to live and He 
is amazed that you would prefer 
death to life. Therefore, His ex- 
hortation—‘turn yourselves, and 
live ye.”

my wife was able to talk to me, 


her first words were, “The baby 


died; didn’t it?’ Then, as I nodded 
through my. tears, she smiled the 
most glorious smile of resignation 
and faith I have ever seen in a 
human being and slowly added, 
‘How soon can we have another 
baby?’ Glory filled that room, and 
I almost seemed to hear angels 
singing, ‘If God be for us, who 
can be against us?’ 

We felt our loss keenly, of 
course, but the ‘Lord’s comfort is 
always with us. Whatever was His 
reason in taking our child, we 
know that in His infinite wisdom 
it was a good reason, and we are 
comforted by the thought that God 
gave His only Son as a Ransom 
for all, even for those who hated 
and despised Him. How can we 
speak of our pain, when we think 
of the crown of thorns, the pierced 
hands and feet, of our Saviour at 
Calvary? I thought of the story 
of Job, and when my wife came 
back from the hospital we began 
reading it together. What glory 
there was in hearing Job Say, 
despite his manifold afflictions, 
‘I know that my Redeemer liveth’! 
The saving power of Jesus is mak- 
ing itself felt in our house. Our 
misfortunes have brought us more 
closely together than we were be- 
fore.

May we never turn from Him!

What makes these two homes, 
outwardly so similar, inwardly so 
different? Many of you know the 
answer. The one family, with 
prosperity and healthy children, 
yet marred by profanity and con- 
stant quarreling, is against the 
Lord Jesus, while the other family, 
though afflicted, has peace and 
joy through firm faith in the 
Savior. 

If Christ’s presence or absence 
produces such a startling contrast 
in two homes, how trdgnendously 
must faith and unbelief ‘affect an 
entire nation! If trusting reliance 
on the Redeemer can give earthly 
courage, then how marvelous be- 
yond explanation the heavenly joy 
of seeing Jesus face to face! If 
the denial of saving grace can thus 
bring misery in this world, how 
terrifying to be banished eternally 
from the Savior’s presence in the 
next world!

“ARE YOU WITH OR WITHOUT 
CHRIST?” 


This all-important issue is clear- 
ly stated in the simple but sacred 
language of our text, the two 
passages: (Saint John, chapter 15, 
verse 5) “Without me ye can do 
nothing” and (Philippians, chap- 
ter 4, verse 13) “I can do all 
things through Christ, which 
strengtheneth me.” 


I. THE TRAGEDY OF BEING 
WITHOUT CHRIST 


1. Because He Is God, Creator 
and Upholder of All Things 


No one else can rightfully say, 
as Jesus did, “Without me ye can 
do nothing.” Others have claimed 
that their leadership and their 
ability were necessary for a na- 
tion’s happiness. | 

Proud emporers have conceited- 
ly boasted that the world could 
not get along without them; yet 
their death brought happiness to 
millions. Dictators have regarded 
themselves as absolutely essential 
to human progress; yet too often 
they provoked war and want. Pol- 
iticians declare, ‘Elect me, or else 
the country will collapse!” but this 
is a plain. lie. No man on earth is

Are you, my friend, going to 
listen to the voice of Satan or the 
voice of God? You need not be too 
late. If you take Christ and take 
Him now, you will not be too late. 
But if you do not, then you will 
some day find yourself among 
those who will cry out, ‘“The har- 
vest is past, the summer is ended, 
and we are not saved.” Will that 
be your fate? It need not be. But

irreplaceable, and those who think 
themselves the most indispensable 
are often the most dangerous. 
Generals have been killed-in battle 
or. in plane crashes, admirals 
drowned in the sea, presidents as- 
sassinated. While their loss has 
caused hardships, none of these 
men could have told the nation 
honestly, “Without me ye can do 
nothing.” They were laid into their 
graves, but the country continued 
and prospered. Not even those 
nearest and dearest to us can 
truthfully say,“Without me ye can 
do nothing.” 


Wives who have lost their hus-. 


bands, children whose parents have 
been snatched away, fathers and 
mothers whose sons have fallen in 
battle will testify that the burden 
of their bereavement is crushing; 
nevertheless with the Lord’s help 
even widows, orphans, gold-star 
parents, can find comfort and new 
strength for their sorrow. In all 
the world, in all ages, only ,One, 
Jesus, could truly repeat these six 
sacred words, “Without me ye can 
do nothing.” Why? Because He 
is God, and God is the greatest 
necessity in our lives. If you have 
Him, though you may lack every- 
thing else, you can be blessed 
with peace and joy. If you are 
without Him, despite all you 
possess—money, influence, cul- 
ture, personality—you are doomed 
to final failure. 


First of all, then, believe and 


trust this, even though you can- 
not understand and explain it: 
the Christ who was born at Beth- 
lehem, died at Calvary, and rose 
again outside Jerusalem is your 
Lord! He directs the destiny of 
nations, and in this unmeasured 
universe He upholds “all things by 
the word of his power.” Wanton, 
wicked ‘men may boast that they 
are altogether independent of the 
Lord; scorn and blasphemy may 
be heaped on His holy name be- 
cause in His merecy He lets His 
sun shine on the evil as on the 
good; yet the haughtiest of loud- 
mouthed atheists are in reality 
less than specks of dust beneath 
Christ’s feet. Live without Jesus? 
If He were to withhold for a day 
the divine powers which control 
air, water, sunshine, even our life, 
we would be doomed. 


2. Because He Is the 
Only Savior 
Again, Christ’s is the only voice 
that can truly declare, “Without 
me ye can do nothing!’ Besides 
being our God in command of all 


Heaven’s powers and _ resources, 


He is also our Savior, and His end- 
less love yearns for our redemp- 
tion. You may not know. this truth, 
and some of you may even deny 
it. Yet neither your ignorance nor 
your unbelief can change it. 
Jesus loved everyone of you, 
the whole wide world of 
sin-stricken men and women, 
with such intense, all-consum- 
ing devotion that He did 
what only God could do. He be- 
came the sinners’ Substitute. He 
took the sinners’ place. He en- 
dured ‘the sinners’ punishment, 
suffered the sinners’ curse, and 
on the cross died the sinners’ 
death. If men are to be saved, 
they must be saved by Him. There 
is no other road to redemption 


except through Him,. who says: 


“I gm the Way, the Truth, and 
th® Life; no man cometh unto the 
Father but by me.” “There is none 
other name under heaven given 
among men whereby we must be 


saved,’ except His holy, precious. 


name. No other blood to cleanse 
our scarlet stains but His! No 
other cross to promise the celes- 
tial crown than those gory timbers 
of Calvary! No other good news of 
the soul’s eternal pardon than the 
Gospel of Christ’s grace! 

If you want your iniquities 
wiped out and your transgressions 
removed; if you want to be freed 
from Hell, hear Jesus say, “With- 
out me ye can do nothing!” and 


believe that He is the one Re-- 


deemer, the only Rescuer, the 
sole Savior, without whom you 
cannot enter Heaven!

Though some of these Christless, 
crossless, creedless churches amass 
heavy fortunes, build towering 
cathedrals, conduct eye-catching 
services, list the elite on their 
rosters, they have utterly failed 
in offering a faith with which to 
live and by which to die. They 
attract, but they do not save. 

Once, while visiting Paris, Sir 
Astley Cooper, famous British sur- 
geon, was asked by.a French medi- 
cal leader how many times he had 
performed a certain difficult op- 
eration. 

“Thirteen times,” Sir Astley re- 
plied. 

“Oh,” said the Parisian special- 
ist, “I have done this operation 
1160 times. Now, Sir Astley, how 
many times in your thirteen opera- 


“In eleven,” the British surgeon 
answered, continuing, “How many 
did you save of the 160?” 

With a smile the French doctor 
admitted, ‘‘I lost all 160 patients; 
but the operations were very bril- 
liant.”’ 

A similar verdict might be given 
in many Christ-denying churches. 
Their preaching, . choir singing, 
decorations, are very brilliant; but 


no souls are saved. 


4. Because You Must Soon 
Answer for Your Sins 


Listen to Jesus again as in His 
six-word sermon, “Without me ye 
can do nothing!” He speaks to you, 
the self-satisfied, who may now 
square your shoulders, proudly 
hold your heads high and chal- 
lenge, “I do everything I want 
without Christ. He means nothing 
to me now, and He never will.” 
Are you sure? Even as you boast 


pursued evil and threw yourself 
into sin. Will you say, “O Lord, 
I’ve had good parents. How my 
mother could pray! My father 
never missed a service’? If your 
parents were godly and you are 
godless, your sin and your respon- 
sibility are greater. 


Because Christ loved you, fall 
on your knees before Him!

As you clasp your 
Savior’s hand more closely, cry 
out in this triumph of trust: 
“Tt can do all things through 
Christ, which strengtheneth me, 
With Him at my side, I can shat- 
ter all the opposition that earth 
and Hell can mobilize against me.” 


Thank God, faith, besides putting 
our foes ‘to flight, also helps us 
walk more closely with Jesus! We 
need humility, more unselfishness, 
a deeper spirit of sacrifice, a larg- 
er measure of genuine joy.

5. Since the Born-Again Chris- 
tian Knows Heaven Is His 
Eternal Home He Can Do 
All Things Through 
Christ 

Above all that I have told you, 
fortified by your faith, you can 
look from time into eternity and 
exult, “‘I can do all things 
through Christ’ because I know 
that Heaven is my home.” Our 
trust in the Son of God tells us 
not only that we are saved freely 
by His grace, but also that we 
are saved surely by His power. 


In his Confessions the French 
infidel Rousseau records that one 
day, as he sat in a grove, he asked 
himself whether his soul would be 
damned. In his uncertainty, he 
claims, a supernatural voice led 
him to this procedure: He resolved 
to throw a stone at one of the 
trees, saying, “If I hit the tree, 


it will be sign that my soul is to 


be saved. If I miss it, it shall in- 
dicate that I am to be lost.” So 


he selected a large tree, carefully 


placed himself closely before it, 


and then struck the trunk with 


the stone.

Ferre Attacks Bible 


in order to be reconciled with oth- 
ers, 

And the Scripture which mod- 
ernists, unbelievers in the Bible, 
use more than any other to prove 
that Jesus “outspokenly pro- 
claimed that even Moses’ words 
were wrong. . .” (as Ferre puts 
it), is Matthew 5:43,44. Let us 
study those two verses very care- 
fully. 


“Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor, and hate thine enemy. 
But I say unto you, Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them<that. hate 
you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you, and: nerse- 
cute you.” 

The whole fault of our modernist 
friends here is that they falsely 
suppose that Jesus was quoting 
the Old Testament. If any one of 
them would take Young’s Analyti- 
cal Concordance and look up every 
time the word hate is used in the 
Mosaic law, he would see immedi- 
ately that there is no such quota- 
tion in the Old Testament. The 
Old Testament never says, ‘Thou 
Shalt love thy neighbor and hate 
thine enemy.” THAT IS WHAT 
THE SCRIBES AND PHARISEES 
SAID IN THEIR TRADITIONS! 
Those are the words of men, not 
the words of the divinely-inspired 
law of Moses. 

What does the law of Moses say 
on this matter? In Leviticus 19: 
17,18 God’s command through Mo- 
ses is: 

“Thou shalt not hate thy bro- 
ther in thine heart: thou shalt in 
any wise rebuke thy neighbor, 
and not suffer sin upon him. Thou 
shalt not avenge, nor bear any 
Agrudge against. the children of 
thy people, but thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself: I am 
the Lord.” 

The Old Testament Scripture 
did say, “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor.” But it did not say, 
“Thou shalt hate thine enemy.” 
That was an addition which 
Scribes and Pharisees made, which 
Jesus plainly rebuked. 

What did the Old Testament law 
say about one’s enemy? In Exodus 
23:4,5 is this command: 


“If thou meet thine enemy’s ox 
or his ass going astray, thou shalt 
surely bring it back to him again. 
If thou see the ass of him that 
hateth thee lying under his bur- 
den, and wouldest forbear to help 
him, thou shalt surely help with 
him.” 

If one sees his enemy’s ox or 
ass going astray, he is to go and 
catch the animal and bring it back 
to the neighbor, even if he is his 
enemy. If one sees an overloaded 
donkey of one who hates him, ly- 
ing under his burden, he shall still 
pitch in and help to lift the donkey 
out of the ditch into which he has 
fallen. 

In other words, the Old Testa- 
ment has exactly the same thing 
which Jesus was teaching, to love 
all men, friends or foe, and to bless 
them that curse you, and do good 
to them that hate you. There is 
not a particle of difference in 
meaning between what Jesus said 
in Matthew 5:44 and what Moses 
said, with the same divine inspira- 
tion, in Exodus 23:4, 5. 

So when Dr. Nels Ferre says 
that Jesus ‘“outspokenly _ pro- 
claimed that even Moses’ words 
were wrong,” he speaks as an un- 
informed and biased witness who 
cannot be trusted, not knowing 
the Scriptures and not under- 
standing them. 

Surely modernists want to be- 
lieve that Jesus spoke against the 
Bible. They hate it and they try 
to use Jesus as a witness for their 
infidelity. But that is an unschol- 
arly and dishonest use of Scrip- 
ture. 

Ferre does not believe that Jesus 
was trustworthy, but he would like 


to use Jesus as a witness against 
the Bible, which he himself hates. 
Alas, how different his attitude 
is from that of the dear Saviour 
toward the blessed Word of God 
which He believed and treasured! 


3. Dr. Ferre Says That Jesus 
Himself Was Misled By the 
Scriptures; That Jesus 
Mistakenly Believed He 
Was the Messiah 
Foretold by the 
Old Testament 


Enemies of the Bible are always 
enemies of Jesus Christ. Those 
who believe that the Bible is un- 
reliable also believe that Jesus 
is unreliable. One who denies the 
inspiration and authority of the 
Scriptures also denies the deity, 
virgin birth, and atoning blood of 
the dear Saviour. 


Last week I reminded you that 
Ferre, in Chapter 1 of this book, 
The Sun and the Umbrella, said 
that Jesus was sinful like other 
men, and that to worship Jesus or 
count Him as an authority was 
idolatry. Now let us see what he 
says about Jesus being misled by 
the Scriptures. 
On pages 39 and 40, he says: 
“Jesus himself, moreover, 
seems to have lived a good deal 
with the Scriptures. Possibly 
this fact became a real problem 
to him and to his followers, In 
prayer he found God real and 
discovered Him to be radical 
Love. Part of his inspiration for 
this interpretation may have 
come from pondering scriptural 
teaching and meditating upon 
figures in the Old Testament. 
Some actual words may have 
been the spark used by the Spirit 
to lead him into this new under- 
standing of God and of his own 
relation to Him. But some teach- 
ings which are inconsistent with 
his central understanding of God 
as love may be the heritage 
of his own hearing or reading of 
Scriptures and religious litera- 
ture. The existence of-apocalyp- 
tic materials from which his rich 
imagination drew may account 
for some of the elements in his 
teachings (if they are his) which 
are not consonant with the basic 
drive of his life and vision. Jesus 
himself, then, may have been 
misled as well as helped by the 
use of Scripture both outside, in 
his struggle with Jewish ortho- 
doxy, and within, in his own 
creative imagination and inter- 
pretation. 


“Because of the disciples’ in- 
timate association with the Jew- 
ish Scriptures, their reporting 
of Jesus’ life and message may 
also have been greatly altered. 
The Jewish Christians tried to 
prove that he was the Messiah 
in terms of their Scriptures. 
Jesus may very well have be- 
lieved so himself, although in a 
manner fashioned by his own 
prayer life and understanding 
of the will of God. The Messiah 
pattern may have been a strong 
formative influence in some par- 
ticular period of his life.” 


Ferre thinks that Jesus lived 
too much in the Scriptures and 
that this fact possibly “became a 
real problem to him and to his 
followers.” He thinks that in pray- 
er Jesus discovered God ~“to be 


radical Love.” Then he says that | 


some of the teachings of Jesus are 
inconsistent with that central 
theme of God’s love; that some of 
‘His teachings are wrong, and that 
He was led wrong to these ideas 
by reading the Scriptures! “But 
some teachings which are incon- 
sistent with his central under- 
standing of God as love may be 
the heritage of his own hearing or 
reading of Scriptures and religious 
literature.” Ferre thinks that he 
can pass judgment on Jesus. He is 


+Ferre says. And he says that Jesus 


where Jesus was wrong. The dif- 
ference is that Ferre does not be- 
lieve the Scriptures and Jesus did, 
and so was misled by them, Ferre 
says. 


Then he says, “Jesus thhimself, 
then, may have been misled as 
well as helped by the use of Scrip- 
ture both outside, in his struggle 
with Jewish orthodoxy, and within, 
in his own creative imagination 
and interpretation.” Jesus was 
misled by the Scriptures and so in 
His struggle with the Jewish lead- 
ers He was wrong to concede that 
the Scriptures were authority, 


also got some wrong ideas “in his 
own creative imagination” from 
the Scriptures! This is sheer blas- 
phemy, which denies in the same 
breath Christ’s deity and the inspi- 
ration of the Bible. 


Is Jesus the Messiah pictured in 
Isaiah 53, in Psalm 22: the Mes- 
Siah pictured in the Passover 
Lamb and other bloody sacrifices 
required by the Mosaic law? The 
New Testament plainly says that 
Jesus is that Messiah, but Ferre 


says, ‘“Ihe Jewish Christians tried 


to prove that he was the Messiah 


in terms of their Scriptures. Jesus © 


may very well have believed so 
himself . . . The Messiah pattern 
may have been a strong formative 
influence in some particular period 
of his life,” 

Here again Dr. Ferre is saying 
that Jesus and the New Testament 
writers were misled because they 
believed the Scriptures and they 
believed that Jesus was the Mes- 
siah foretold in the Old Testament 
Scriptures, and says, “Jesus may 
very well have believed so him- 
self,”’ though Dr. Ferre knows far 
better than that, he intimates! 

In the following passage, at the 
bottom of page 40 and on 41, Dr. 
Ferre rather sneers at Jesus be- 
cause He, said or did things “that 
the Scriptures might be fulfilled,” 
“or that this or that was done 
according to the prediction of the 
Holy Writings.” He says that New 
Testament writers obviously con- 
trived everything in the Gospels 
to make it appear that the Old 
Testament Scriptures were ful- 
filled, and mocks at the record in

fulfilled!” Without a particle of 
evidence, and without scholarly 
restraint, but with arrogant unbe- 
lief, Ferre supposes that he knows 
better than Jesus and Matthew, 
and that the Bible is wrong here, 
as he says Jesus was sométimes 
wrong in supposing that the Serip- 
tures were fulfilled. 


4, Ferre Denies That the Bible 
Is “the Final Authority for 
Faith,” “God’s Finished 
Revelation” 


At the bottom of page 42 Ferre 
says that New Testament Chris- 
tians were the “exact counter- 
parts” of the Scribes and Phari- 
sees. Their sin was ‘‘to make the 
Bible into an Umbrella under 
whieh alone the Sun was-to be 
found. They»made the Bible not 
into.a means of grace, butinte the 
final authority for faith.” 


Readers of modernistic litera- 
ture are familiar with the sneer at 
Bible-believers, accusing them of 
“bibliolatry,” or “‘worship of the 
Bible.” Ferre says, “The Bible 
became not a witness of faith, but 
an object of faith, One began to 
believe less in God than in the Bi- 
ble.” He says, “The believers in 
the Bible as primary revelation 
largely stopped with mediated 
light. The direct personal encoun- 
ter was no longer of first impor- 
tance. God became debarred from 
His own universe.” That is dishon- 
est, as modernists usually are. 
Actually, the people who believe 
the Bible, believe in God, believe 
in Christ. The people who believe 
the Bible as the very Word of 
God and do not rely on tradition, 
or on so-called “newer light,” love 
God more, and follow Him more 
devoutly than-all the infidels who 
hate the Bible and pretend to 
serve God without it! Ferre slan- 
ders Jesus Christ, calls Him sin- 
ful, says He was misled, mistaken; 
says that He sometimes did not 
have perfect love. Who is he to 
criticise Bible-believers who wor- 
ship the dear Saviour as all He 


claimed to be, and trust in His. 


atoning. blood’ for salvation? No 
modernist is honest who accuses 
Bible-believers of ‘worshipping the 
Bible.” That is deceitful language, 
not true to the facts, as every in- 
telligent modernist well knows. 

I am reminded of Dr. E. Stanley 
Jones’ letter about me _ to 
a brother, in_ which Dr.

tion, and accused fundamentalists 
as believing that only the King 
James Version of the Bible was 
inspired! (No intelligent funda- 
mentalist ever believed that any 


original manuscripts.) 

But Ferre’s.argument is foolish. 
Those who believe the Bible love 
God all the more. and worship Him 
all the more faithfully. What un- 
believer, what infidel, what critic 
of Jesus Christ loves God the 
Father better? Jesus Himself said, 
“IT am the way, the truth, and the 
life: no man cometh unto the Fa- 
ther, but by me.” Yet Ferre says 
that we need no mediator, that to 
worship Jesus is idolatry. And here 
he says that to believe in the au- 
thority of the Bible is wrong. He 
accuses New Testament Christians 
of doing wrong when “they made 
the Bible .. . into the final au- 
thority for faith.” He attacks New 
Testament Christians, saying, “But 
the general attitude was that the 
Bible was God’s finished revelation 
—-that God could-no longer make 
Himself personally known.” But 
all Bible-believers know that God 
ean make Himself known through 
the Bible, and through the Holy 
Spirit, yet that the Bible is the 
final finished written revelation 
from God. The canon of Scripture 
is closed. So the Bible itself clear- 
ly claims in Révelation 22:18,19. 


5. Dr. Ferre Opposes Particu- 
lar Doctrines He Admits Are 
Taught in the Bible; Di- 
rect Creation, Christ’s 
Second Coming, Hell, 
the Atoning Death 
of Christ, Etc., 
as Outdated 
by Modern 
Thought 


Dr. Ferre still uses his, parable 
of the umbrella shutting out the 
sun. He says the Bible is such an 
umbrella. He says on page 43, 
“Another panel in the Umbrella 
was the freezing of the thought 
forms and facts of the Bible into 
literal and final truth.’ Then he 
names some of the truths that he 
thinks smart people such as he 
have learned, which proves the Bi- 
ble false. 


He says, “The modern world 
generally accepts geological find- 
ings but how the Biblicists fought 
(and still fight) the general idea 
of evolution!” 

It is true that the Bible declares 
that in the beginning God created 
the heavens and the earth. Of 
course Christians believe that. In- 
fidels do not believe it. They prefer

‘talked..about “the missing link,” 


without a miracle, without direct 
creation, by natural evolution, 
brought about by inherent forces 
in nature. Is the idea of evolution 
really proven scientifically? Abso- 
lutely not! Little by little scien- 
tists have been compelled to re- 
treat from the Darwinian theory 
of evolution, from the theory of 
natural selection as the method of 
evolution. Scientists have retreat- 
ed entirely from the idea of spon- 
taneous generation, the natural 
origin of life from dead matter. 
The best scientists now would not 
risk their reputation on ‘the re- 
capitulation theory.” Once people 


as if there were only one missing 


we know that all the links are 
missing; that there is not a single 
proven connecting link between 
any two known species of animals. 


Dr. Ferre believes in evolution 
but does not believe in the Bible. 
No doubt he had no trouble at all 
in believing the ridiculous claims 
for the “Piltdown Man,” a deliber- 
ately framed “evidence” of evolu- 
tion, which has recently been un- 
covered as a scientific fraud. How 
glad men are to believe a lie when 
they hate the Bible, the,deity of 
Christ, and salvation by His blood! 
Dr. Ferre even says, “Some 
claim even now in the name of the 
Bible that the world is flat.” I 
wish Dr. Ferre would give me the 
names and addresses of Bible-be- 
lievers who say that the world is 
flat. Of course that is a slanderous 
untruth, intended to make people 
laugh at Bible-believers. 


His real trouble is he does not 
want Jesus to come back again. He 
does not want an eternal Hell, he 
does not want to depend on the 
shed blood of Jesus Christ. He de- 
nies “Biblical thought patterns 
such as the Second Coming, eter- 
nal Hell, the Hebrew sacrificial 
system. . .,” etc. 


Not Meant to Be ‘True’ in 
the Sense That Any.and 
Every Werd Can Be- 
come Final Authority” 


On page 45 is the striking 
statement quoted above. He says, 
“The tragedy is that the Bible is 
not meant to be ‘true’ in the sense 
that any and every word can be- 
come final authority.” He says 
that the writers who wrote down 
the Scriptures ‘were not miracu- 
lously delivered from their own 
imperfect understanding and see- 
ing.” 

He finds fault with the clear 
statements of the Scripture. He 
says: 

“Those who work on the war 
front hear: that the Bible pro- 
phesies wars and rumors of war 
unto the end. Those who work 
on the front of general social 
improvement hear that the Bible 
dooms the world to become 
worse and worse. Those who 
work on the economic front may 

- learn from the Bible that the 

early Christian community tried 
socialism and found it wanting 
... The most tragic fact remains 
that those who have stressed the 
Bible most are generally the 
ones who have been the most 
socially, politically and econom- 
ically irresponsible or obstruc- 
tive. Nor can the most sym- 
pathetic claim that ‘the Bible- 
belters’ have contributed their 
full share to education and cul- 
ture.” 

How will my own beloved South- 
ern Baptists like that dig? 

So Dr. Ferre hates the Bible be- 
cause it prophesies human wicked- 
ness will continue to cause wars. 
He hates the Bible because it says 
“Evil men and seducers shall wax 
worse and worse” (II Tim. 3:13). 
He hates the Bible because it is 
against socialism and communism. 
He says that Christians, Bible-be- 
lievers, “have been the most so- 
cially, politically and economical- 
ly irresponsible or obstructive.” 
That is, Bible-believers have been 
most against socialism and com- 
munism, have been most against 
uniting in world government with 
Russia, we suppose, and generally 
against “‘New Deal” plans. So Dr. 
Ferre dislikes the Bible, says it 
became an umbrella which shuts 
out the light of God. 

We need not be surprised that 
he who slanders Jesus Christ, says 
He was a sinful man, often misled, 
never deity, would also slander the 
Bible. |

On the same page he says, “‘God 
wants to deliver the Bible from 
the dry bones of orthodoxy. . .”

7.. Ferre Says That Smart 
Modernists Like Himself

About It 


At the top of page 50 is this 
statement, “In the full Light, the 
light which shone in Jesus and now 
shines in the-Spirit, we can dis- 
tinguish between what is light and 
darkness in the Bible.” Men are to 
judge the living Word of God! 
May good men shudder at such 
blasphemy! 
On page 51 Dr. Ferre says: 
“If the Bible is thus inter- 
preted through the love of God, 
its own highest peak, it cannot 
become an Umbrella over the 
divisiveness within the Christian 
community. Although we~recog- 
nize that we have to live as crea- 
tures, not as pure spirits, and 
therefore need the help of Scrip- 
tures and institutional religion, 
all Scriptures are themselves 
under the criterion of the love of 
God.” 


Dr. Ferre had already said that 
Jesus was sometimes misled by the 
Scriptures. But he says that now 
one can do better than Jesus did, 
and can so judge the Bible. If one 
knows the central thought taught 
by Dr. Ferre, “the love of God,” 
then he can make that a criterion. 
“All Scriptures are themselves un- 
der the criterion of the love of 
God.” The doctrine of punishment 


doctrine of ‘“‘the love of God,” so 
he denounces all the Bible teach- 
ing of the Second Coming of 
Christ, of a Hell for Christ-reject- 
ing sinners. He denies salvation 
through the merits of Jesus Christ, 
because that would leave some 
people out who will not take 
Christ. He says that the deity of 
Jesus Christ would make Jesus 


that does not truly represent the 
love of God: so Ferre rules that 
out. He sets man up to be a judge 
of the Word of God! 


Do not think that I am misinter- 
preting Dr. Ferre. On page 34, af- 
ter discussing the doctrines which 


Bible concerning Christ’s second 
coming, eternal punishment for 
Christ-rejecting sinners, etc., Dr, 
Ferre says, “By the middle of the 
twentieth century, however, Chris- 
tian theologians have had time to 
pray and to think through the im- 
plications of the universal love of 


he accuses world famous Chris- 


terms of the New Testament.” 
But he, a young man born in the 
twentieth century, thinks that now 
men can pass judgment on the Bi- 
ble and show what is wrong with 
Christ and the Bible! Modernists 
like ‘him, he says, “think through 
the implications of the universal 
love of God.” 

Finally, Dr. Ferre insists on 
page 52 that “the use of the Bible 
to bolster reactionary social forces 
is discredited. . .” He does not 
want us to use the Bible when we 
talk about socialism and commun- 
ism, because the Bible is not on 
Dr. Ferre’s side then!
